Continuation of 3. NOTE: The incorporation of three things such as (A) "melt-processable with unchaned mechanical property at high 
temperature", (B) "extrusion rate higher than 800 m/minute" and (C) "the use of chain transfer agent in the polymerization step" into 
parent Claim 1 is recongnized. The use of Chain transfer agent is clearly a narrow down from the original Claim 1 which orginally has 
only the monomeric ratio with Melt Flow Index. It is noted that a Declaration written by Giulio Brinati has been received. However, it 
does not place the application for allowance after final action because: 



At least three new issues are raised now as some have been already mentioned in the earlier action. First, even when chain transfer 
agent is used, such obtained polymer may have a lower molecular weight in polymer and would thereby induce a higher MFl. However, 
the molecular weight of polymers may also depend on many other factors such as impurities, concentration, temperature and pressure. 

Second, unexpected results "cannot" form a basis for rebutting an anticipation rejection under 35 USC "102" according to MPEP. A 
check is needed to see whether the issue of "inherent property" is existed or not according to MPEP. 

Third, A ckeck is also needed to see such three specific results on "unchanged mechanical property at high temperature", "higher 
extrusion rate" and "MFl" are indeed an unexpected result and not just an excellent result. 

In summary, new consideration and new search are thereby both required. 
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
